Measles  Vaccination 

You  will  notice  that  k68  children  were  vaccinated,  but 
this  is  only  a modest  portion  of  those  entitled  to  this 
protection.  Unfortunately , one  particular  preparation  of  the 
vaccine  gave  rise  to  alarming  reactions  and  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Security  forbade  all  vaccinations  with  this 
type  of  vaccine  until  safety  could  be  assured. 

As  a result  our  campaign  for  measles  vaccination  had  to 
be  curtailed  until  sufficient  supplies  of  safe  vaccine  could 
be  obtained.  I hope  that  we  may  be  able  to  give  complete 
protection  to  all  our  children  next  year.
